Neither of the above references, however, exag¬ 
gerates our excellent economic, condition in the least. 
Our financial authorities have been telling us hx 
many months past that they are satisfied with the 
business the country's financial institutions have been 
doing.

Incidentally, he alluded 
lo one matter which it is to be hoped our pessimists 
here noted. He complained of the serious damage 
that often is done "to the fair name of Canada by 
the 'knocker,' through the exaggerated use of iso¬ 
lated incident* or phenomena." Rather, said he. 
would it be wiser for us to advertise to the world 
the many advantage! we possess than to proclaim, "u 
though it were a general condition, some unfor¬ 
tunate individual cases." 

Sir John Aird's advice should be taken by all 


Mr. Barn jure bombarded the newspapers of this 
country for some time in telling them that our forest 
resources were being depleted and in urging the Gov¬ 
ernment at Ottawa to prohibit the export of pulp- 
wood and pulp. For many months a good deal of 
space was given up to him by the pres* in Canada: 
but he was so disgusted at the small amount of pro¬ 
gress he seemed lo be making that he threatened to 
pack up and leave this country unless one or other 
of the political parties succumbed to his demands. 
It wee this attitude, of course, as well as a recogni¬ 
tion of the fact that there are two sides to most 
questions, that dampened the interest which the news¬ 
papers had taken, end from then on hie propaganda 
was 1*** con sp i c uous in their columns.

Whet 
we do with our forests, moreover, is our business. 

The Toronto Star reminds Mr. Seeley lh«t mil¬ 
lions of dollars' worth of imports from the United 
States ere represented by raw materials which we in 
this country need for our manufacturing industries. 
In fact he ought to know, if he does not. that Can¬ 
ada imports more raw materials from across the border 
than the exports across the border. But tome of 
our Conservative friends persist in telling us. in the 
face of fact* to the contrary, that Canada is merely 
a hewer of wood end a hauler of water for her big 
neighbor. This, si The Star reminds us, for a long 
lane past has been far from true.
